He want' d the re- j 
tention of the house amendments con- j 
cerning stocks and bonds, the reduc­ 
tion from ten to six months in the 
time allotted by the senate bill to the 
interstate commerce commission for 
the investigation of railroad rates and 
the making of the section regarding 
rate increases effective at once, in­ 
stead of after sixty days, as provided 
by both bills. 
All of the members of the confer­ 
ence committee agreed to the wisdom 
of the latter suggestion because of its 
application to notices given by rail­ 
roads recently of many proposed ad­ 
vances. 
The senate conferees have told tile 
president that they could not consent 
to the stocks and bonds feature be­ 
cause of their agreement with Demo­ 
crats. 
The insistence upon the sus­ 
pension of increases in rates for ten 
months, in the event that period was 
required by the interstate commerce 
commission to pass upon their reason­ 
ableness, is a concession to progres­ 
sive Republican senators. 
There are a large number of pro­ 
visions in the1 house bill which are not 
in the senate measure in any form. 
This is true particularly of Section 
7 of the house bill, which would pro­ 
vide for an enlargement of the power 
of the commission over railroad reg­ 
ulations and practices. 
This section 
proposes to amend Section I of the 
existing interstate commerce act. 
It 
was written by Mr. Mann. 
A large 
part of this long section was accepted 
by the senate conferees. 
These proposed changes in existing 
law would require railroads to provide 
facilities for operating through routes 
and to exchange, interchange and re­ 
turn cars used therein. 
The railroads 
would be compelled to establish and 
observe reasonable classifications of 
property 
for 
transportation, 
regula­ 
tions affecting rates. tariffs and the 
issuance in the form of tickets, re­ 
ceipts and bills of lading, as well as 
many 
other 
regulations 
affecting 
marking, packing and delivering pro|>- 
erty and the carrying of personal, sam­ 
ple and excess baggage.

committee have not been admitted to 
any of the councils and will not bo 
until a complete agreement has been 
reached by the Republicans.
